CITY AIDS PLANT 

“Furthermore if it were not for 
our city power plant the cement 
plant at Exshaw would not be able 
to operate.” 

He explained that under the in- 
terchange of power agreement be- 
tween City of Edmonton and Cal- 
gary Power Co, electric power 
from the city plant makes possible 
operations at Exshaw and the large 
chemical plant in Calgary. Calgary 
Power is unable to meet the load 
requirements. 

The city has already had to pur- 
chase one car of American cement 


at $500 above the Canadian price to 
keep paving and sewer construc- 
tion programs going. ~ 

According to the mayor and 
commissioners the management of 
the Exshaw plant gave assurance 
last winter that all requirements 
“within reason” for the city would 
be met. 

ADVISED AGAINST STORING 

The city was even advised not to 
|stockpile cement because there 
would-be no. difficulty in filling re- 
quirements from the Exshaw plant, 
it was stated. 

In the meantime, Civic officials 
have heard rumors of heavy ship- 
ments from the Exshaw plant to 
Ontario and other eastern pro- 
vinces. 

Canada Cement Co. officials 
have denied they are shipping 
large quantities of cement ‘to Ont- 
ario hydo projects. Commissioners 
here were informed that 500 car- 
loads have gone east.

The most recent example is

government of Dr. Benes and Jan 
Masaryk, that government never 
had effective power, because its 
police were controlled by enemies 
within the coalition 

Whether (or when) the Com- 
munists would take over the 
state was entirely a matter of 
their own choice and timing,

are thoroughly familiar with the

terna! espionage organizations 

In a police state, politeal and 
social disturbances are suppress- 
ed before they oceur largely 
through the universal knowledge 
that they do not stand a chance, 
“The strategy of terror is quieter 


than the democratic imagination 
depects it, 

Civil 

Crimes 

The Fascist police did not 
have to deal with strikes or agita- 
tions having aspects of violence. 

The visible police concentrat- 
ed on civil crimes and the con- 
ventional policing of public order 
and traffic. The invisible police 
took care of the rest. 

Nevertheless, the minister of 
interior told me that Mussolini's 
regime spent, in the present-day 
equivalent of the lire, 22 billiong 
annually for police forces. The 
present democratic government 
spend 162 millions! But at that, 
it takes 10,000 policemen and 
some 65,000 carabinieri to keep 
Italy within the law. 

Common crimes, however, have 
radically diminished with em- 
ployment and a rise in the 
standard of living. Poverty and 
misery breed crime—not only 
Communism. Although, during 
the first post-war years, bandits 
and looters flourished in some 
provinces, notably Sicily, today 
the situation is normal in six 
out of nine districts of that 
province, { was told. 

In the north and other parts of 
the country—Sardinia, for in- 
stance -— common crimes have 
fallen below the level of Fascist 
times when Mussolini

grounds this side of the Swiss 
Alps ,.. and all in the back yard 
of Vancouver. 


We are back at our desks now, 
the color of copper from sun on 
deep snow, and for the next few 
days I'l] be writing about our 
experiences in one magnificent 
corner of this wilderness, 

But this isn't merely the story 
of one party's exploration, It’s 
more of a preview of what will 
be a pleasant Sunday's drive 
within two years, maybe even 
less, Where we hiked and skiied 
at such cost to city-type muscles, 
Sunday picnickers of the future 
will ride on rubber tires into 
alpine country that (trite as the 
saying may be) must be seen to 
be appreciated. 

Our own small group went up 
the fiord-like Howe Sound to 
Squamish by fast water taxi in a 
little over an hour. But already 
it's possible to drive. by jeep to 
this Garibaldi gateway over a log- 
ging road up through the Capi- 
lano Valley. And within a few 
days the provincial public works 
department will be calling for 
tenders to begin construction of 
the long-dreamed-of-highway that 
will skirt the sound from Horse- 
shoe Bay, surveyed now and 
ready for the bulldozers, 

I hope, then, that these columns 
will interest you personally be- 
cause this adventure waits for 
you ... waits for you now the 
hard way, as we did it, or in the 
near future behind the wheel of 
a Car, 


Early 
Story 


Before Harry and I went on 
this trip we armed ourselves 
with as many facts as we could 
gather about the history of 
Garibaldi Park, and I suppose 
this is the place for these pre- 
liminary notes. 

The park, of course, takes its 
name from the majestic 8787- 
foot tower we nervously contem- 
plated that first bright morning. 
The story is that a ship of Her 
Majesty's Navy was taking sound- 
ings up Howe Sound in 1860 when 
the crew first sighted that inspir- 
ing cone. The ship had recently 
been informed of the landing at 
Marsala by Giuseppe Garibaldi, 
the Italian patriot, in which two

Royal Navy frigates had figured, 
Hence the name. 

Enthusiasts of the British Co- 
lumbia Mountaineering Club can 
claim the credit for keeping this 
“little Switzerland” unspoiled for 
the future. They had tramped 
over much of the. accessible south- 
ern peaks (some of them extinct 
voleanoes) by 1910, proposed the 
original park boundaries and 
pressed the government so ag- 
gressively that It was created a 
park in 1920. 

Those original boundaries were 
subsequently enlarged. From the 
beginning—as it is right now—the 
people who know what this park 
will mean have fought to make it 
a national proposition. To en- 
courage this it was enlarged to 
include the mountainous area 
known as the Golden Ears north 
of the Fraser Valley town of 
Haney. 

You have to keep reminding 
yourself that this untouched and 
almost unknown wonderland is 
so very close to Vancouver. The 
yolden :Ears section actually 
stretches farther south than this 
city. North of here the park's 
boundary is just 30 crow-flight 
miles from the office buildings. 
A night climber going up the Dia- 
mond Head peak of Garibaldi— 
as, for instance, the retired Chin- 
ese tailor named Yit Kon Ho, who 
made the first solo climb—would 
see the glare of lights of Van- 
couver. 


Pleasant 
Meadows 


A lot of the early discoverers 
of this park were men of let- 
ters and reading the mere clip- 
pings of their adventures whet- 
ted our appetites. One writer 
described the pink snow that 
leaves a bright red foot-print, 
explaining that it is caused by 
microscopic unicellular alga, 
whatever they may be. Another 
told of the three types of 
swimming in the glacier-fed 
lakes ... “cool, cold and damn 
cold.” 

Most of these men wrote of 
the Black Tusk Meadows, the 
best-known section of the park. 
The first trail was blazed in 
there in 1913 from Garibaldi 
Station on the PGE line by the 
late Billy Gray. When he had 
put the axe to the last tree, he 
wrote in pencil, “The last blaze. 
Thank God, the task is done.” 
It is a tortuous enough trail, 
but possible in summer on 
horse-back, and clearly worth 
the climb. 

In the short summer at this 
altitude, the alpine flowers are 
said to be stunning. A com- 
plete botanical list I came across 
in one early report starts out 
in this fashion: “Red and white 
Indian paint-brush, mountain 
heliotrope, saxafraga, blue 
speedwell, sweet-scented orchid, 
lupins, yellow arnica, pink 
Phlox, march marigold, colum- 
blue, anemone. . .” 

Harry and I were not to see 
this, for, in June, we climbed 
into winter. What we did see 
I will begin describing tomor- 
row.

Some of the United States cor- 
respondents who have been cov- 
ering the big-four foreign min- 
isters’ conference in Paris have 
voiced dissatisfaction over the 
United States state department's 
arrangements for supplying the

Most of the information avail- 
able regarding western plans is 
said to have come from British 
and French sources. The Rus- 
siams, of course, don't talk. 

As one who has spent most of 
the past generation reporting in- 
ternational events, your corres- 
pondent has a sympathetic ear 
for this plaint. It's the old, old 
story. 

American diplomatic circles 
exault freedom of the press and 
subscribe to a fully informed pub- 
lic. Despite this some high diplo- 
matic quarters long have pursued 
the idea that if important prob- 
lems can be worked out secretly 
there will be a better chance of 
success. 

On the other hand Britain, and 
to some degree France, always 
has the lateh string out for news 
gatherers, London and Paris take 
4 different view than do many 


American officials, recognizing 
the propaganda value of present- 
ing the news from their own 
standpoint. 

So the life of a reporter abroad 
is no bed of roses. 

On the whole British diplomats, 
both at home and abroad, are 
about the most liberal about giv- 
ing out news, as I have found in 
many parts of the globe. For ex- 
ample, during a trip to India in 
1943-44 I made an exhaustive 
study of the political situation 
which then was red hot, with the 
Indians pressing for indepen- 
dence. When I left for home I 
had 50,000 words of notes—some 
of them red hot. 

Under the wartime security 
regulations I had to submit all 
these notes to the British censor, 
I got them all back but the 
censor asked permission to delete 
one 50-word memo regarding a 
delicate situation, He also called 
attention to a memo I had made 
of a conversation with an un- 
named individual who actually 
was the viceroy, 

“There's. no mistaking the 
source of that memo,” said the 
censor. “I trust you won't forget 
that it is high-explosive.” 

While British officials gener- 
ally are most liberal in giving 
information, they are past mas- 
ters at sidestepping when they 
want to,

Giant Cactus Plants Develop 
Easily on American Deserts 


Dear Tawasis 

At s¢thool you have probably 
learned the difference in meaning 
between desert and dessert. One 
means a region where rain never 
falls and the other the final course 
in a meal, But do you know about 
the Sahara and that cacti grow 
only in certain deserts” 

The Sahara is a desert, which 
means it is a region where rain 
hardly ever falls and where there 
is little vegetation. It is situated in 
the north part of Africa and covers 
a large area to the south of the 
Atlas Mountains and Morocco.
